out the city, Mayor Cassing-ham was returned the winner in Tues- 
day's vote by a meagre plurality, compared with his 1909 count, in 
which he was given a majority over three other candidates. 
The 


total vote showed a falling off over that of two years a,go, there be- 
ing but 2111 ballots cast for. mayor. Of these, Cassingham drew 
1057, Smith 710 and Richie, 344 Independent. 


Smith was especially strong in "the hill" precincts, as was 


predicted, he carrying 2-B, 3-B, 4-B and 4-C. 'Richie was strongest 
in 3-A, 4-A and 4-B. The Socialists also rolled up a strong vote 
for their counoilmen in the third and fourth wards. 


Hanlon, Reed and Wimmer, members of the present council, 


were defeated. 
Hanlon lost out to Riley, another member of the 


present council, for president of that body, Weaver defeated Reed 
for councilman-at-large while Mag-ruder defeated Wimmer for coun- 
cil in the Second ward.
